SALES BREAK ALL RECORDS 



Horses Sold at Saratoga Realize 
Handsome Sum of $763,000.

Two Hundred and Twenty- Four 
Yearlings Disposed Of for 
$ 601 , 700 .

RARATOOA SPRINGS. N. Y.. August 18.— “I 
ilfin’t know wli<*r»* tlie two-yenr-oWs are coming 
from to fill tlic selling races next yesir,” remarke<l 
an owm*r tlie other (la.v, whose string is maile tip 
of platers. “Tlie fields certainly will not come 
from those $10,000 ones they hare Iteen selling up 
here, and if you look through your catalogues yon 
will find that a big majority of tlie youngsters 
sold were purchasetl by a few men and at what 
the ordinary horseman considers a prohibitive price.” 

A perusal of the sales shows that 224 yearlings 
were disimsed of for $001,700, or an average of 
$2,081.09. This, of ctmrse, is a little higher than 
tlie horseman wlio is not in the business for pleasure 
cares to iiay for a yearling, and tlie result is that 
few of this class of owners secured any material 
for two-year-old races next .vear. Their only hope 
is the fall sales in Kentucky, and there is sure 
to be keen competition for the youngsters down 
tlieve. TlieiT again, there slmnld be a stronger de- ^ 
niand than usual, as racing is certain to come back 
on the big circuit in Canada next year. There is 
talk also of a new track being built in Kuffalo, 
and the possibility of other new points opening up, 
so the outlook for next year is encouraging, and 
horsemen who look ahead will he anxious to provide 
themselves with material for two-year-old races. 

The sales here were really remarkable. The 
Imrses disposed of realized the handsome sum of 
$76S.OOO. The consignment offered by the Short 
Grass Stud realized the largest average, $9,020. 
Tiiey were a mixed bund, the offspring of Short 
t.rass and Suustar. The I'ltimus yearlings were 
most eagerly sought after, and the eight colts and 
fillies of this sire brought a total of $69,500, or an 
average of $8,687. The sales were the greatest 
ever held in this country, and with the large purses 
being offered by the different racing associations 
there is no reason why the standard set should not 
be permanent. 

TIk* Futurit.v run at Belmont Park is increasing in 
value every year, and with the proposed $100,000 
Futurity In Maryland the price of yearlings is bound 
to (fo up again. Tlien again, there is the $50,000 
laitonia Championship Stakes in Kentucky and any 
iiiiniher of $10,000 adiied stakes, so the possibilities 
of a high-class horse are really great. 

ETHEL GHAT PROHISIHO FILLT. 

“Tliere is a filly which will not be a maiden 
long.” said a close observer the other day after 
watching the running of the Spinaway Stakes. “To 
my mind she will beat those that finished in 
front of her when they stretch the distance out a 
hit, .and bar accidents she will be a hard nut to 
«-rack in some of the stakes run next year.” The 
filly he had reference to was Ethel Gray, by Hes- 
sian —Sweet Marjoram, which ran in the colors of 
Moiitford Jones. She ran what was really a remark- 
able race, closing an immense gap after getting 
away ptairly and running on the outside half of 
tlie track the entire race. She is a big, long-strid- 
ing thing, and when she gets settled down fur a 
straiglit run she fairly flies. 

Billy Hayes was* a visitor here Saturday. He 
c.ime lip to take in the sport and renew old ac- 
(|iiaintances. In his day Billy Ha.ves was with- 
out a peer as a gentleman rider. The writer never 
will forget a ride that Hayes put up on a little 
steeplechaser calh»d The Rat against a horse ridden 
by Dr. Campbell, a gentleman rider from Canada. 
It WHS through the Saratoga field, and It was a 
ding-dong affair all the way, with Hayes finally 
lamling his mount winner by a short margin. 

4. O. Keene, who brought the I'ltimus — Tsarina 
yearling to the sales ring here, will leave tomorrow. 
He will motor back to Keeneland Farm. C.' Bruce 
Head will accompany him. Mr. Keene has a band 
of laike McLuke yearlings at his farm, wliich are 
said to be as good looking as any in Kentucky. 

J. N. Camden and his secretary, Stewart Hunter, 
left tonight for Kentucky, and W. V. Thraves de- 
parted for New York. 

I>‘wis Garth, acting for W. T. Wikinson, has 
purchased from A. K. Mneomber the racers Royce 
Roids and War Drive.

Midway, Bonnie Mary, Naturalist, Courtship, Milkmaid, Drastic, 
Under Fire and Royce Rools constitute the select hand of winners of $10,000 or more, but Panoply, 
Eternal. Omond. Exterminator, Cotton Blossom and others are so close up that in the uatnre of racing 
they and the others will be crossing tlie line presently. In fact, in the new spirit that has led to the 
fondiition of so many new stake races of higli values for fall racing there is no telling hoy many horses 
are destined to win considerable sums before snow flies. In the meantime here is the present standing of 
the thirty lending money -winning horses of the year:

HAVRE DE GRACE AUTUMN PROGRAM NOTED STALLION CELT PASSES AWAY 

General Manager Burke Has Provided Yaluable A. B. Hancock Suffers Heavy Loss When the Son 
Array of Offerings for Horsemen. of Commando Dies at His Yirginia Stud. 



HAVRE DE GRACE, Md., August 18.— Tlie Har- 
ford Agricultural and Breeders’ Association has 
published a program for the impending September 
meeting at Havre de Grace track that will bring 
the best horses of the east to Maryland even before 
the windup of the Westchester Racing Association’s 
fall meeting at Belmont Park. General manager 
Edward Burke and clerk of the course Joseph Mc- 
l^^nnnn announce that tlie daily distribution in 
purses will be $10,000. with an advance to $15,000 
on Raturdays, and four stakes that will have a 
tot.il value of $35,000, all added money. Tlie stakes 
will be tlie Harford County Handicap, $5,000 addeil, 
at a mile and seventy yards, for three-year-olds 
and over; the Potomac Handicap, $10,000 added, 
at a mile and a sixteenth, for three-year-olds; the 
Eastern Shore Stakes, $10,000 added, for two-year- 
<ilds, three-quarters of a mile, and the Havre de 
Grace Handicap, $10,000 added, at a mile and an 
eighth, for three-year-olds and over. 

There will be no entrance fee in any of tliese 
races, but a starting fee of $100 will be chargetl 
in each. The Harford County and Potomac Handi- 
caps will close on Monday, September 8; the East- 
ern Shore on Tuesday, September 16, and the Havre 
de Grace on Monday, September 22. 

The Harford County Handicap will be run on 
September 11; the Potomac on Seiitember 13; the 
Eastern Shore on September 20, and the Havre de 
Grace on September 27. McLennan is already at 
work on his overnight program, and he will cut 
according to the cloth at hand. He will pay par- 
ticular attention to the encoiivugement of long dis- 
tance running, and the values of the overnight races 
will be graded according to the quality of the horses 
they will seek to attract. The minimum purse 
will be $1,000. 

This is the most ambitious program ever put out 
by the Harford Agricultural and Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, and it will have a revolutionary effect on 
Maryland fall racing. No program that has been 
offered in a dozen years by a New York truck is 
comparable with it. It bears a favorable comparison 
with the programs announced for Laurel Park and 
Pimlico. 

WHITNEY FILLY AFTERNOON INJURED 

Albert Simons, who traiiw Afternoon for Mr. H. 
P. Whitney, reports the filly being badly kicked 
while at the post in the Spinaway Stakes on Satur- 
day and may not race again this year. "She was 
not only badly injured.” said Mr. Simons, “but 
Kummer abused her pretty badly with the whip. 
She was slashed practically all over. Of course, 
slie will get over it later on, but it is doubtful if 
she can be raced again until late in tbe year.”

SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y., August 18.— Word 
was received at Saratoga this afternoon of the 
death of the noted thoroughbred sire Celt at the 
Ellerslie Stud of A. B. Hancock, near Charlottes- 
ville, Va. Celt was by Cmnmando — Maid of Erin, 
by .Ampbion, second dam Mavoiimeen, dam of Voter, 
by Ban^ldine, and he was one of the three-year- 
olds of the famous Keene aggregation to win the 
Brooklyn Handicap. 

After passing into the hands of Mr. Hancock 
Celt was given every opportunity to make good in 
the stud and he was the sire of a great many win- 
ners, among the number being the noted long-distance 
mare Embroidery; Dunboyne, the Futurity winner of 
1918; Cinderella, one of the present year’s crack 
fillies during the early part of the spring cam- 
paign. as well as a host of others that could be 
named. William Garth, whose place in Virginia 
adjoins Mr. Hancock’s, said that the horse appeared 
to be in perfect health when he saw him last 
spring. 

Some idi“a of the loss sustained by Mr. Han- 
cock may be gleaned from the fact that at the 
recent sale of the Ellerslie yearlings seventeen head 
by Celt sold for a total of $105,300. 

TORONTO HORSES RACE IN MARYLAND 

'I’ORONTO, Ont., .August 18. — .A number of Cana- 
dian owners are propping their charges at the 
Woodbine in preparation to campaigning their 
horses in Maryland next fall, now that there is no 
prosjiect of racing in Canada. 

Harry Biddings at Oakville has eleven head in 
training, including Captain B. This stable boasts 
of a fine two-year-old by Plaudmore for which an 
offer of $3,.500 was ri'fiised the other day. 

The Meagher, Graver and Corado stables will 
ship their strings about the last of the month to 
Maryland, when they will endeavor to earn oat 
money for the winter.

Camonflenr an Easy Victor in the

Buns Another Fine Race.

S.ARA’TOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 18.— Bleak 
weather, threatening a downpour at an.v minute, 
was the order this afternoon, and It contribiiteil to- 
ward a decreased attendance. An early morning 
rain converted the course into a condition to favor 
racers able to run well in soft going, and it also 
was responsible for an excess number of with- 
drawals. f 

The outstanding feature from a monetary point 
of view was the Mohawk Selling Stakes, in which 
Wilfrid Viau’s Camoufleur earned for his owner 
the first race of the present meeting, but of to- 
day’s $1,950 net that the winner got $1,305 had 
to revert back, as Camoufleur was advanced this 
sum over his entered price of $2,290. The owner, 
however, retained the horse. G. W. Forman did 
the bidding. Camoufleur ran as if much the best, 
for he was kept far back in the early running, but 
once fully s.traightgn^ gvny for the xtictcb rac- 
ing he moved up resolutely and overhauled Thistle- 
don, the leader when a sixteenth ont, to win 
easing up. There were only four starters, and 
Tetley beat Gath for third place. 

•An incident that for a while appeared to have 
serious results came in the fifth race, in which a 
field of ten plate^ met at a mile. The inevitable 
crowding that ensues when the horses round the 
sharp elbow from the chute to the main track 
brought the usual jam, and the pair of diminutive 
apprentices, J. Wessler and Richcreek, respectively 
astride War Tax and Stitch in Time, were unable 
to protect themselves, and their mounts fell heavily. 
Boh Hensley could not be' guided ont of the way 
of the fallen pair, and he struck them in passing, 
but Connelly managed to keep him on his feet. It 
is feared, however, that the injury he sustained 
to one of his front legs will result in his destruc- 
tion. The fallen riders were quickly rushed to 
the jockeys’ quarters in the emergency ambulance, 
where the doctors gave them first aid. Beyond a 
severe shaking up, however, and strained muscles 
around the shoulders, they were found unhurt. 
Poacher was lucky in escaping any crowding in the 
race and won easily, with Capt. Hodge coming from 
far back to land second place. The latter was 
claimed by J. V. Murphy for $1,.550 and Poacher 
was retained by his owner’s claim of $1,867. 

HATUBALIST’S GREATBESB PBOYED. 

The most pretentious race of the afternoon was 
the third, in which Naturalist and Billy Kelly were 
among those making the contest. Track condi- 
tions were in favor of the pair and a great struggle 
between them was looked for. Naturalist carried 
the steadying impost of 135 pounds, with the Ross 
representative in receipt of .ten pounds’ concession. 
The other starters came in for a great deal more 
weight concession. The result of the race proved 
Naturalist’s greatness, for, though away slowly, he 
won witli utmost ease. The early running of the 
nice was dominattHl by Elfin Queen and at one 
time she threatened to make a runaway of it. but 
. gradually .shortened her stride and at the end 
was a badly tiring fourth. Naturalist, from his 
slow beginning, moved up steadily, but found 
himself cut off briefl.v when he essayed the inner 
niil route. Fairhrother is-rsevered with him and 
contiiineil to stay close to the rail and finally 
finding an opening during the stretch drive, then 
sent his mount thniiigli in a flash and held the 
race safe to the end. Billy Kelly was at all times 
well up and moineiit.-irily had the lead in the 
stretch, but near tiie end he was tiring and Lion 
d’Or headed him for second place. This was Billy 
Kelly’s first start in a long time and this con- 
sidered, his performance this afternoon was a good 
one. 

Robin Goodfellow, which is showing steady im- 
provement with each start, accounted for the 
steeplechase in easy fashion and won from Garter 
and Rhomb. Kingstown Pier again came to grief 
and gave his rider, Kennedy, a bad shaking up. 
Robin Goodfellow was a confidently barked favorite 
and never gave his siipiiorters serious concern. 

Backers of favorites got away to a gooil start 
when their selecti.n, Sand.v Beal, won the opening 
race, but at that it was a lucky success, for had 
David Hnrum not suffered badly by being shut off 
and almost thrown, he would have been the victor, 
for he closed an immense gap in the stretch and 
was fast wearing the winner down. 

Evergay. as usual, showed high speed, but tired 
badly in the lust eighth as a result of crowding 
tiiat came on the backstretcli. Furlough emergetl 
from the race badly cut down and his future racing 
is in dotibt. 

Fourteen of the twenty-one entered in the final

SARATOGA’S PROGRAM FOR THIS WEEK 



Grab Bag Handicap, Grand Union Hotel Stakes and 
Merchants and Citisens’ Handicap Features, 



SARA’TOOA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 18.— The 
Grab Bag Handicap at tliree-qiinrters of a mile, 
for two-year-olds of the first class, which is to bo 
decided tomorrow; the Sehuylerville, a handicap at 
five and a half furlongs, for two-.vear-old fillies, 
which will be run on Tliursday, and the Grand 
Union Hotel Stakes, the Merchants and Citizens’ 
Handicap nnd the Beverwyek Steeplechase will b«' 
the outstanding features of tlie coming week’s rac- 
ing. The Moliawk, a selling race, that will be run 
today; the 8nriiiiae Handicap, wiileh will be run 
<m Wednesilay, are mere fillers. 

'Tlie greatest immediate interest is in tlie Grab 
Bag, which is an event of the sportsmanlike eliarae- 
tcr of the Saratoga Special in that the nominators 
go in It blind and race practically for their own 
money. Tlie Grab Bag became a Saratoga fixture 
in 1914. Its quality as an attraction is indicated 
by the diaraeter of the youngsters that have won it. 
Its first winner was lYial by Jury, wiiieh was 
a good class liorse as a two and three-year-old, 
no matter to what depths of depravity he may have 
sunk liefore tlie government took him over for use- 
ful service at one of tlie remount studs. Bromo, a 
brilliant son of Broiimstiek and Leayoiiara, and ii 
brother of Ix'oeharcs, was the Grab Bag winner of 
1915, and Bnimo was rated as good a two-year-old 
as were 'riiundercr and Dominant. Samuel Ross 
of Washington won it in 191G with Crank, a son of 
Celt and Crosspateh, which defeated a good baml 
of sprinters in quick time here last week. In 1917 
Richard T. Wilson was successful with Jack Hare 
Jr., a youngster lie leasetl for tlie occasion. Tlie 
leasing of Grab Bug runners is permitted under the 
conditions. Hast year Billy Kelly scored his most 
brilliant two-year-old triumph when he shoulderod 
135 pounds ami won the Grab Bag from Sweep On, 
whose burden was 120 pounds; Ckilonel Hiyingston, 
118; Tetley, 107, and Lord Brighton, 121. Billy 
Kelly’s Grub Bag victory wras the most astonishing 
performance sliown by an American two-year-old 
since Hamburg shouldered 135 pounds and won the 
Great Eastern Handicap of 1897 at Sbeepshcad Bay. 

MAN 0’ WAB FOR GRAND UNION. 

The indications are that Man o’ War, which has 
known defeat but once this year — lie was beaten here 
last wt'ck iu tlie Sanford Memorial — although eli- 
gible to tlie Grab Bag, will bo saved for the Grand 
Union. The Grand Union will be a race of three- 
quarters of a mile, in which the burden of Man 
o’ War will not be greater than 130 pounds. Samuel 
D. Kiddle announced some time back that he in- 
tended to start Man o’ War in the Grand Union, and 
after that in tlie Hopeful and the Futurity, and then 
put him by for the year. 'The Grand Union candi- 
dacy of Man o’ War invests the impending renewal 
of that spe<-ial, a race tliat has been won by such 
famous youngsters as King Hanover, Highball, 
Colin, Iron Mask, Puss in Boots, Hourless, Sun 
Briar and Sweep On, since the Saratoga Association 
took over the management of the up-state racing 
back In 1901, with keen anticipatory interest. 'The 
sharps of the ea.st are rating Man o’ War up 
with Colin, the unbeaten; Hamburg, Campfire, Nov- 
elty and Regret. There is a strong probability that 
in the Grand Union Man o’ War will have a chance 
to meet the colt the western fraternity have elected 
cliampion among the fast c(dts and fillies of tlie 
Blue Grass. High Command, a son of The Man- 
ager and Ellen-a-Dale, is the western crack Man 
o’ War may meet in the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes. High Command has started twice in 

the west. He finished third on a slow track to 
Marjorie Hynes and Lord Hamilton at Latonia on 
June 7, and he defeated the $12,400 Westwood, 
Ius|icctor Hiiglies and Lord Hamilton on a fust 
track on June 11, running five-eighths of a mile 
around a turn in fx'tter than 1:00 and winning 
by eiglit or ten lengths. High C^immand’s .shins 
were liucking in this race and it was liecause he 
was still sore when he got to Saratoga late in 
July tliat Major Thomas Clay McDowell lias not 
.started him up here. 

STAR FIELD FOR SATURDAY’S RACE. 

Other proi:pective starters in tlie Jlraiid I'nioii are 
By Golly, Saiid.v Beal, Gladiator, Neddam, t’armaii- 
dale, Bonnie Mary, Cinderella, (Ueopatra, Iiidisi-rp- 
tioii, Feodor, On Watch, Donnaeoiia, Brookholt, Itou- 
Icau, King Tlirusli, Wildair, U|>set, Fair Gain, etc. 
Tlie indications are that the Grand Union wili be 
a more briskly contested race than any two-year- 
old event decided so far. The two-year-olds which 
were down witli influenza in the late spring and 
early summer are fast coming to hand and there 
are a lot of good ones. 

The Merchants and Citizens’, one of the most 
liopular of Saratoga handicaps, will be a race of 
one mile and tliri'e- sixteenths, and iwssible starters 
are Sun Briar, Fairy Wand, Over 'There, Cirrus, 
Exterminator, Star Master, War Cloud, The Porter, 
Recount, Midway, Blairgowrie, Cudgel, Billy Kelly, 
Vindox, Straiglit Forward and Thunderstorm. Some 
distinguished names blaze out on the Merchants and 
Citizens’ winning rosier. Midway flnisiicd first 
last year, Tlie Finn won in 19H1, Ronmer in 1915, 
Sir Joliii Johnson in 1909 and 1910, Molly Brunt in 
ItHll and llcrmis in 1903. ’Tlie Merchants and Citi- 
zens’ lias never been won by a horse of indifferent 
quality. 

Tlie Beverwyek Stccplcciiaso promises to bring to 
the post tlie leading fenci-rs up here, iiotahly IHIi- 
ler. Bet, Elysiun, The Brook, Bulu-ock, Decisive. 
Bughouse. Belle o’ tlie Sea, Crest Hill and Doublet.
